of the existing railway guarantees 
would ultimately involve a loss: t 
the province of $600,00 annually. 
The Conservative party during the 
present session kad introduced a 
motion that this amendment be re- 
pealed, so as not to apply to any 
new railway deals into which — the 
seovernment might enter, and the 
amendment had been spoken against 
by members of the government and 
voted down. This action on the part 
of both parties showed clearly which 
party was the friend of the corpora- 
tions in the provinee of Alberta.

| British investors by whose aid 
jthey are meeting the newer needs of 
Canadian expansion.’ 

It. doesn't make much difference 
what the Sifton government intend- 
ed to do to proteet the bondholders 
in this case. What counts particu- 
larly is the faet that as a result of 
the government’s stand in the ap- 
peal ease the impression has been 
broadcasted that the intention was 
to let the bondholders go hang, so 
to spedk, Surely a very bad impres- 
sion to become current in the one 
jcountry of the world upon which we 
so materially depend for the cash 
with which to finance our develop- 
rent. enterprises, public and private. 

In this connection it is worth 
,hoting that already British financial 
;papers are calling attention unfavor- 
‘ably to the position of Alberta ; 
tulso that organs of the Sifton gov- 
ernment are denouncing: these British 
financial writers as ‘hard-working 
enemies’’ of the provinee. Of course 
they are mistaken. No reason exists 
; Why under ordinary conditions these 
men should say harsh things of this 
[province any more than of any other 
province. In this particular case the 
“hard-working enemy’’ of Atberta 
is not located in J.ondon, England, 
ut in the seat of the Premier at 
Edmonton.

SIFTON BUDGET 


Surplus Only Borrowed Money 


On Thursday last the budget: for 
1913 was Taid an the desks of the 
members of the Legislature. It was 
quite a volume of figures, setting 
for the estimated revenue and expen- 
ditures for the year 1913. The Pre- 
mier, on account of the illness — of 
the provincial treasurer, delivered 
the budget speech. The Premier's 
speech, however, was more a politic- 
al harangue, delivered to the © press 
and to the public galleries, than a 
serious and statesmanlike exposition 
of the financial situation of the 
province. Finance is one of the sub- 
jects which the Premier is not an ex- 
pert on. > 

The leader of the Opposition on the 
following day dealt for nearly two 
hours in a masterly way with the 
revenues and expenditures, going in- 
to details, setting forth the sources 
of revenue and the avenues ofexpen- 
diture. His statement of the serious 
position in which the province is at 
the present time, financially, showed 
conclusively to the House that he 
had a grasp of the financial — situ- 
ation that would be sufficient war- 
rant for the people of the province 
entrusting to him the task of pull- 


ing the province out of its almost 
hopeless entanglements. 
At the close of the Promier’s 


speech on Thursday, at a late hour, 
the Leader of the Opposition moved 
the adjournment of the debate until 
the following day. It is according to 
parliamentary procedure and usage 
that the estimates be laid on ‘tho 
memcers’ desks for twenty-four hours 
before the budget speech is delivered. 
It is also according to parliamen- 
tary usage that the leader of the 
Opposition adjourns the debate until 
the following day, and this has al- 
ways been the practice at Edmonton 
from the beginning. The Premier, 
however, attempted to force Mr. 
Michener to reply at once without 
having had a chance to look over 
the estimates. This was so mani- 
festly unfair, and so much in keeping 
with the attempt on the part of the 
first minister to evade any criticism, 
that even his own supporters object- 
ed and insisted that the leader of 
the Opposition be given the usual 
time to prepare the facts from the 
budget. for an intelligent review of 
the finances of the province. The 
Premier still insisting, Mr. Michener 
was obliged to appeal to the Speaker 
tor fair play and asked that a vote 
of the House be taken. The Premier, 
fearing an adverse vote, thereupon 
backed down and agreed to the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

The following extracts from Mr. 
Michener’s speech will give an idea of 
the quality of the criticism offered 
the budget by the leader of the 
Opposition. 

One would: think that the leader of 
the government, who has 33 devotees 
ready to cheer at every rising inflec- 
tion of his voice, ought to give the 
leader of the opposition a little lati- 
tude in offering fair criticism of the 
finances of the province. He charges 
the leader of the opposition with the 
ery of ruin and destruction. No one 
has even mentioned the word ruin or 
destruction except the leader of the 
government himself, and the govern- 
ment press with its blue ruin and 
seare lines. 

We have stated, and justly stated, 
that the financial standing of the 
province has been discredited by 
improper legislation of the resent 
administration. We have stated’ that 
our provincial eredit has been im- 
paired by the frenzied finance of the 
present government, which: I think, 
sir, is a conservative statement. The 
premier complains that the leader of 
the opposition makes insinuations. 
Such an accusation does not come 
well from the leader of the gov- 
ernment. Strange that such a mas- 
ter of insinuations and innuendoes, 
such a master of flouts and jibes and 
cneers, would charge the leader of 
the opposition with being sarcastic. 

While the total sources of revenue 
have increased slightly from year to 
year, the total revenue obtainable 
from the Dominion and from depart- 
mental sources is very meagre com- 


pared with the needs of this great 
and growing province. 
A LARGE DISCREPANCY. 
For the year 1912 the total revetue 
from all sources outside of actual 
loans was $3,419,481, while the 
actual expenditure was $15,511,253. 


That, to say the least, is not a very 
healthy condition of affairs. Out of 
an expend ture as given in the public 
accounts for 1912, under recapitula- 
tion of $13,521,253, fully $10,000,000 
was from the proceeds of _ loans. 
What would a banker say to a busi- 
ness man who asked for credit to 
spend $13,000 a vear, whose income 
was only $3000; or, in other words, 
how long would. a man get eredit at 
the bank who was spending four 
times the amount of his income? 
The province may stand this kind of 
administration one or two years, or 
possibly three or more years, but the 
inevitable resalt of spending millions 
more each year than the revenues 
of the province warrant, without 
providing a sinking fund for the 
automatic repayment year by year,

resort, to direct taxation. 


TO CLOTH. 

We have spoken now of the sources 
of revenwie which are two, namely, a 
Dominion subsidy, and departmental 


receipts, totalling in all a little over) : 


$3,000,000. While we are willing to 
admit that this sum is entirely in- 
adequate to build up our institutioas 
and develop our province, yet we 
must cut our coat aceording to our 
cloth. With 2 small revenue at our 
command we must of necessity prac- 
tice rigid ecomony with the groatest 
possible efficioncy ; our expenditures 


must be based upon necessities not 
upon political exigencies. Proper 
methods of expenditure should not 
take account of political ends, nor 
should public officials be appointed to 
positions in return for political ser- 
vices. The installation of the gov- 
erament telephone should not take 
account of the political complexion 
of the petitioners, nor should the 
different departments of the govern- 
ment be made to work overtime on 
the eve of an election for partizan 
advantage. 


POLITICAL OFFICIALS. 


We havea deplorable condition in 
this province, of men who are paid 
out of the public treasury, going 
round, if reports be true, organizing 
and speaking at political meetings in 
the interests of tne Liberal party. 

We have discussed at some length 
the source of revenue, enunciated a 
few principles as to the cconomical 
and efficient expenditure of those 
revenues, keeping ever in mind a 
reasonable proportion between ;the 
revenues and the expenditures. 


THE INTEREST CHARGES. 


There are various avenues of ex- 
penditure : First, there is tne public 
debt, estimated in the budget for 
1913 at $565,000, which is a pay- 
ment of interest and expenses in 
connection with loans. It is hard to 
figure out, however, how this amount 
will pay the interest on $14.400,0.:0, 
which we already owe, as well as the 
differential interest at: least on 
37,400,000 of the A. and G. W. 
bonds, in addition to the interest 
which will be imcurred against ad- 
vances made by the bank in licu of 
the money from the sale of the bonds 
af the $5,000,000 which the govern- 
ment. propose to borrow to augment 
the revenues of the province for the 
present year. The interest charged

Now, sir, 
$1,0'0,000 of ‘ interest charge 
against this province, whose provin- 
cial departmental revenue is less than 
$2,000,000, is altogether out of pro- 
portion. In other words, the inter- 
est charge against the province for 
the year 1913 will be approximately 
50 per cent. of the provincial reven- 
uc.

condition financially, when the fixed 
charge for interest is 50 per cent. 
of our provincial revenue or approxi- 
mately 30 per cent. of our total 
revenue? 

A business man who had to pay 30 
per cent. on his total carning for 
interest would not be considered to 
be in a sound financial condition. 
NO PROVISION 

FOR REPAYMENT. 

With respect to the allowance for 
the public debt, the $565,000 which 
is estimated as the expenditure on 
interest, is apparently only about 
half of the interest which will have 
to be paid by the province during 
the coming year. Furthermore, Mr. 
Speaker, it is only a matter of 
business necessity for all = munici- 
palities, corporations and companies 
which negotiate bonded loans, to 
provide for the annual repayment. of 
interest and principal equated over 
the term. of the loan, or else other- 
wise provide a sinking fund for the 
repayment of the said bonded loan at 
maturity. We find that the province, 
however, has made no provision for 
the repaymentof the large indebted- 
ness, and, to use the Premier's 
words, does not propose to repay. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Now we come to public works. 

We notice that the grant appropri- 
ated for public works for 1913 _ is 
considerably in advance of that of 
1912, especially in the grant voted 
chargeable to income 1912. In 1912 
this was $450,000 and in 1913 there 
is $535,500. 

We notice also that work has be- 
gun throughout the province in dif- 
ferent parts in connection with pub- 
lic works, very much earlier than last. 
year. Considerable work, IT am 
told, is under way in various con- 
stituencies upon the roads, in the 
way of corduroying and preparing 
for the summer's work. I would 
not like to insinuate that ‘this has 
anything to do with the possibility 
of an early election, but when Lib- 
eral candidates throughout the dif- 
ferent ridiggs claim the. authority of 
provincial patronage and are asking 
the people to send all requests for 
road work and bridges to them, and 
they will be glad to see that all 
their ‘requests are carried out, it 
looks as if there might be a conncc- 
tion between the larger expenditure 
and the earlier starting of work this 
year and a general election. 

I notice that the expenditure for 
education for the present year ex- 
ceeds last year by $102,678, which no 
doubt is: warranted bythe increased 
number of schools and the general 
development of the province. 

THE AGRICULTURAL OUTLAY. 

The seventh item of expenditure is 
that for agricultare, chargeable for 
the yoar 1913, $528,700, an inerease 


over last year chargeable to income 
of $109,600. With this increased 
amouat to spend, doubtless the mins 
ister will not need to discount any 
notes to buy steers for the province 
this year. While we have no fault to 
find with the expenditure of a sub- 
stantial sum to assist agriculture 
commensurate with our revenue, yet 
we doubt very much if the money 
expended in this department bring's 
the results which we ought to get 
from the expenditure of so large a 
sum. 
EXPENSIVE DEMON- 

STRATION FARMS. 

We notice an item of $50,000 for 
the operation of demonstration 
farms. When these farms represent 
an expenditure in land and equip- 
ment of $40.000 to $50,000 and have 
to have a vote of $50,000 for oper- 
ation, it does not demonstrate very 
clearly how a man with very little 
money who has no government 
grants to. assist him to operate 
his farm, can make a very great sue- 
cess in farming. 

The premier. in his remarks on the 
budvet, stated that every ecoastitu- 
ency, thouzht they had the pick of 
the soil suited to the requirements of 
a demonstration farm, hut) unfortu- 
nately they could only be placed at 
seven places throughout the province. 
However, it is rather a coincidence 
that the particular kind of soil nee- 


ee 


essary for the demonstration farms 
is, in at least six instances, in cov 
stituences. represented by — cabinet 


ministers. 
SURPLUS FOUNDED ON 
BORROWING. 
According to the Bulletins report 
of the estimates for 191°, although 
it does not appear in the estimates, 
there is an estimateh surplus — of 
$1,055,275. Now, what does — this 
mean? It simply means that we will 
have—if we do—that much left at 
the end of the year out of borrowed 
funds, on which we are paying inter- 
est unnecessarily for one year, which 
in itself is a bad business principle. 
A boasted surplus secured aut of 
borrowed capital is not much to the 
credit. of the government. We have 
before the house a resolution asking 
for the appointment of a royal com- 
mission to, investigate the finances 
of the provinee. 
NEED OF INDEPENDIENT 
AUDITOR. 
We have had no meeting of thy 
public accounts committee since 1905 
until this session. At the very first 
sitting grave irregularities were dis- 
covered, We have never had a pro- 
vincial auditor of an independent 
character. No province should have 
an auditor who is in the employ of 
the government, but the — provineial 
finances should be audited by a ecom- 


petent. auditor who is independent 
and is free from fear of dismissal 
by the government. He should be 


appointed by the members of the 
house as the representatives of the 
people of the provinee of Alberta, 
whose money is being spent by the 
government of the country. 

A refusal on the part of the gov- 


—_—_— 0. .;};C OO, ae 
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ernment to appoint a commission. of 
auditors such as we have asked for 
will be prima facia evidence that 
they do not: wish the public accounts 
to be investigated. 

Today, after less than three years’ 
time, we are still without a_ rail- 
way to the north; we have paid 
$1,100,000 interest on money of 
which we never had the use of, asd 
after enormous sums ineurred for 
litigation, we are in a worse = con- 
dition thaa when the present leader 
of the government was called to 
power. And yet he refuses to bring 
to this house any proposal as to how 
he intends to deal with a serious 
situation which has been brought 
about by his bad and illegal legisla- 
tion. 

He boasts of Liberalism. The first 
governm nt, under Premier Ruther- 
ford, which was seleeted by the peo- 
ple, might boast some semblance of 
Liberalism, which is supposed to 
stand for responsible government, 
and for some measure of fairness in 
elections, but as far as the present 
so-called Liberal administration — in 
this provinee is coneerned it is Lib- 
eral only in) name. 

A SPURIOUS LIBERALISM. 

The presevt government is so void 
of possessing any Liberal principles 
that throughout the province good 
thinking Liberals are not only ex- 
pressing their intention of support- 
ing the Conservative party at the 
coming election, but are even ‘pre- 
pared to take the platform, and ia 
doing so T believe they they will not. 
only be contributing to the good of 
tne country, but will be helping to 
cast out q spurious Liberalism — to 
make way in time for a Liberalism 
that shall be more worthy of the 
name. 

MAKING HISTORY. 

Mr. Speaker, in conclusion, T have 
tried to indicate in a brief way our 
criticism upon some of the phases of 
the financial problems of the prov- 
ince. The administration of our pub- 
lie revenues and the efficient and 
business-like expenditure of our pub- 
lie money will doubtlesshave a far- 
reaching effect upon the future his- 
torv and development of the prov- 
ince. T leave other phases of criti- 
cism to my colleagues. We are mak- 
ing history, not for today merely, 
but for those who are to come after 
us, for those who will occupy — the 
broad plains of Alberta in the days 
which are to come. The great nor- 
thern section of our province is 
awaiting the co-operation of capital 
and labor to disclose its untold 
wealth and to distribute-its produe- 
tion to enrich and stimulate — the 
whole of the provinee. If we are to 


advance with that rapidity in the [Mf 
forward march whieh our untold f 
‘assets will warrant, if we are to 
reach the full potentialities of our 


greatness, we must be seized with a 
statesmanlike conception and a patri- 
otic ambition; we must rise above 
partizanship, seetionalism or creed, 
‘and work together in an earnest en- 
deavor to promote all our great in- 
iterests of our great province.

(Continued from. page 1) 
could be amended so as to be satis- 
factory. The Conservative party 
stand for the fullest and most com- 
pete recognition of this excellent 
principle of popular government. 

Mr. Michener referred to the un- 
fairness of the present methods of 
the government with regard to an 
election. The government agents 
and hirelings and heele-s were all 
over Alberta. They knew the divis- 
ions of the ridings as proposed by 
the Redistribution Bill of the gov- 
ernment, and it would appear to be 
the intention of the government to 
prorogue the House, and immediate- 
ly issue writs for an election. Their 
owm preparations were complete, 
but those of the Conservative party 


had all to be made in the new rid-]}! 


ings after elections writs were issued, 
and there was only 21 days’ notice 
before polling day in which to get 
conventions called, candidates elect- 
ed and the issues before the people. 
Going to the country in such a way 
was not a recognition of popular 
government ; it was a machine meth- 
od of catching a snap verdict. _ 
Mr. Michener then referred to the 


remedy of the Premier for the A. & | 


G. W. tangle, and showed by the 
decision of the Priey Council that 
this legislation was bad, and had 
placed the province in a position 


VYery much worse than it was_ in 
when he came to power to solve the 
difficulty. 

When, the other day, the govern- 
ment. hrought down a bill to borrow 
another $3,000,000, the Opposition 
Presented an amendment that the 
government . should not have _ this 
Permission until a propoer remedy 
tor the A. & G. W. had been first 
submitted to the House. The Pre 
mier replied to the arguments of the 
Opposition in support of this amend- 
meat without making any reference 
to the A. & G. W. at all, and the 
bill was forced through the House, 
so oe there will shortly he anoth- 
er $24,000,000 added to the already 
enormous debt ‘of the province. The 
leader of theOpposition showed that 
with an admitted debt of $14,400,- 
000, on which we are paying at least 
5 per cent., or $720,00 annually for 
interest, and with 


5 per cent. on 
the A. & G. W. bond money in the 
banks, or a further interest charge 
of $370,000 annually and an a@di- 


tion of $5,000,000 to be borrowed 
under the bill recently passed, on 
which 5 per cent. would amount to 
anot®r $°50,000 interest annually, 
the province is standing to pay, | 
when this last loan is complete, the 
sum of $1,340.00 interest annually. 

Mr. Michener pointed out that the 
boasted telephone surplus of $62,0°0 
was practically one per cent. on the 
investment of $6,000,000 of borrowed 
money on which the government was 
paving interest at the rate of 5 
per centl This profit of one oer cent. 
did not allow tor any depreciation. 
The city of Edmonton allowed one 
per cent. for depreciation of — its 
telephone equipment. If Alberta 
allowed 5 per cent., the deficit on 
the provincial telephone would 
amount to $240,000 annually. Yet 
by a subterfuge they fooled the peo- 
ple with a surplus where there was 


in reality a serious loss. In the 
same way the so-call’@ surplus of 
the budget was entirely a fiction, 


being froin borrowed money. 

Space forbids further report of the 
speech by Mr. Michener. No one 
could help but feel that the prin- 
ciples and ideals of the leader of the 
Opposition are such as become a man 
fit to lead a government and fit to 


pull the affairs of the provinee out 
of the hole into which they have 
been plunged by the wasteful and 


incompetent business management of 
the present. government. 

A svery large number ‘of — those 
present were farmers, and there was 
a good sprinkling of Liberals in the 
audience. The speech of the leader 
was fair and instructive, and must 
have convinced man who were doubt- 
ful how to vote, that here was a 
man upon whom they cauld depend, 
whose business ability was equal to 
any task, and in whose principles 
and good faith they could implicitly 
rely.
